The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sugiyama does not 



appear to teach "cut-rising pieces forming tip ends projecting inwardly from peripheral edges 
of said engaging holes" so as to "form coarse faces on the peripheral sides as the projections 
are inserted into the holes" (claim 1); or "cut-rising pieces rising from peripheral edges of said 
engaging holes" so as to "form coarse faces on the peripheral sides of the tip end side of said 
engaging projections as said engaging projections pass through said engaging holes" (claim 
5). Sugiyama's cut-rising pieces 21 are formed by the tool 19 after the engaging protrusions 
17P are inserted into the engaging holes 15H (see Figs.7A-7C).
